Flashed by long-distance telephone 
to the aqueduct Officials and members 
of the city inspection party at Lone 
Pine last night, the news of the dect- 
sion of the Department of the In- 
terior was hailed with exultation as 


of which cannot be over-estimated. 
The 12,000 acres thereby secured 
immediately adjacent to the aqueduct 
itself gives to the city, in addition to 
its already large holdings, nearly 
twenty square miles of subterranean 
reservoir area, exactly similar to that 
which Los Angeles has drawn upon 
in the San Valley for many 
years. It will provide a reserve sup- 
ply as a protection against drouth in 
the Sierras, no matter how extended or 
how severe. The second parcel of 
land, in addition to a surface reser- 
voir site, composes an area of water 
filled gravels identical with those of 
the artesian belt, while the 8000 acres 
in proximinity to the channel of the 
Owens River will give to the city con- 
trol of channel through which the 
water_must pass, together with val- 
uable power rights. On this account 
the decision is a hard blow to the 
power companies in the valley that 
have been fighting the granting of the 
applications. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

By an act dated June 30, 1906, Con- 
gress granted to Los Angeles the op- 
portunity to purchase such lands as 
}were needed for rights of way and 
for storage within an area aggregat- 
ing over 500,000 acres of government 
domain which had been withdrawn 
from entry. In return Los Angeles 
agreed to pay for the land at $1.26 
per acre and retmburse the govern- 
ment to the extent of $14,000 for Fed- 
eral preliminary work on a reclama- 
tion project in Owens Valiey. 
When it came to the artesian and 
Tinemaha tands there was a nice le- 
gal point as to what constitutes “stor- 
age.”
